Romulus City' Councilman 
Randolph Gear said the road 
area has been the location of 
numerous accidents in recent 
years, including several fatal- 
ities. 

Taylor Police Chief Thomas 
Bonner wrote to Romulus City- 


Clerk Linda Choate that he is 
“aware of the dangerous traf- 
fic situation there and has re- 
ceived numerous complaints 
regarding the no left turn sign 
on the 1-94 exit ramp. 

He said he recently sent a 
letter to the State Highway De- 
partment requesting they re- 
move the sign. 

"His plan was to monitor the 
area for six months to deter 
mine whether the safety level 
improved or further deterio- 
rated." Choate said. But after 


talking to Choate and being in- 
formed of the city concerns, he 
called Lansing and asked in- 
stead that the sign not be re 
moved. 

Bonner said his officers 
travel in that area often during 
the day and night, but he can- 
not assign an officer to the lo- 
cation 24 hours a day. 

Traffic citations for illegal 
left turns and speeding are 
regularly issued there. Bonner 
said.

Romulus City Council mem- 
bers continued to demand a 
solution to the growing rail- 
road noise pollution problem 
that they claim interrupts resi- 
dents’ sleep, phone calls and 
even church pastor’s sermons. 

Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington, who initiated the cry 
for changes in railroad whistle 
sound patterns, pressed CSX 
Railroad Vice President 
Thomas Drake for some defini- 
tive actions on the problem 
that he said particularly im- 
pacts the elderly. 

Drake confirmed Pen- 
nington’s claim that the major- 
ity of CSX shipping passes 
through Romulus after dark. 
But he said the railroad al- 
ready had begun monitoring 
the whistle noise in Romulus 
shortly after receiving com- 
plaints from the city council 
more than a month ago. 

Pennington said he was 
sure CSX “engineers could 
continue striving to save lives 
by sounding the whistles at the 
crossings without waking the 
dead." , , 

But Drake countered Pen- 
nington’s claim that engineers 
seem to sound one loud blast 
on the whistles from Kelsey 
Hayes through the entire city 
of Romulus. 

“It probably appears that 


way,” Drake explained, “be- 
cause Romulus has five rail- 
road crossings within 1.2 
miles. 

“Federal regulations order 
engineers to begin sounding 
the whistles 1,000 feet before 
the crossings,” he said, “and 
probably as one 1,000 foot dis- 
tance ends, another is begin- 
ning.” 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry asked CSX to have a two 
to three-day period, when all 
whistle sounds are monitored 
in Romulus. 

Several council members 
and a senior citizen told Drake 
they felt the noise problem has 
worsened in recent months. 

Drake said that was helpful 
information, because the rail- 
road had begun using foot but- 
tons to sound the whistles and 
those sounds may be more in- 
tense than hand sounded whis- 
tles used in the past. 

If that is true, he said, CSX 
could probably ask its engi- 
neers to return to using the 
hand whistle devices within 
the city. 

Drake said he was not ac- 
quainted with any type of di- 
rections 1 whistles that 
Pennington had recommended 
using several times in recent 
weeks. But he said CSX is will- 
ing to work with the city on the 
issue, because the railroad in- 
deed “did want to be a good 
neighbor”

“Riding in the Maxwell is a 
smooth ride, not like riding in 
our 1902 Olds. Our 1905 Max- 
well is a little runabout, not 
the Maxwell touring car that 
Jack Benny joked about in his 
comedy shows,” said Pat Dona- 
hey, who accompanies her hus- 
band to exhibits and classic 
car shows. “Usually, the older 
cars are brought to the shows 
by trailer. When we get to the 
destination, we have maps and 
instructions to guide us on the 
tour. Sometimes, we do take 
our cars on the road. Last week 
my husband took the Maxwell 
for a drive as a test run for a 
trip we plan to take.” 

The Donaheys exhibited 
their Maxwell, along with sev- 
eral other vintage auto- 
mobiles, at the Belleville Area 
Museum on Aug. 15. 

“My husband’s been collect- 
ing cars for several years. He 
works on them himself from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. every Saturday,” 
said Pat Donahey. “We both 
work full time so there is a 
limit to the time we can spend 
with the cars.” 

Forty-three years ago Dona- 
hey courted his wife in a 
Model A, and has continued 
his love for both ever since. 

“We belong to the Brass and 
Gas Club, the Cadillac/LaSalle 
Club, the Motor City Model A 
Club and the Crosley Club,” 
Donahey said. “We’ve traveled 
in a caravan with Model A 
cars, sometimes 100 or 125 


miles per day.” 

Donahey said they have 
tried to make a Lansing- 
Dearborn trip several times, 
but have failed on each at- 
tempt. 

“The cars start at about 7:30 
a.m. on a Saturday at the Olds 
Museum in Lansing and arrive 
in Dearborn from 2 to 5 p.m. 
the same day. One year, we got 
within one-and-one-half mile 
from our destination,” Dona- 
hey said. “It’s not a race. It’s an 


endurance run. No matter how 
good the condition of the car 
is, it’s an old vehicle and any- 
thing can happen.” 

Usually, the vintage vehi- 
cles take the back roads when 
they travel in caravans and 
hope for the best. If one vehi- 
cle experiences a breakdown, 
another driver will lend a 
helping hand. 

“We love old cars and we 
love to display them to share 
with others,” Donahey said.

Flying high 

Local man lakes flight in Russian jet

A Wayne Memorial High 
School graduate has become 
the first civilian American to 
fly in a Soviet military jet 
known as the MIG 29. 

Robert Metzner, 52, was in- 
vited to fly in the Soviet fighter 
jet by a Ukrainian pilot known 
as the Colonel who was per- 
forming manuevers at an air 
show in Rockford, 111. 

Metzner, who is a sales rep- 
resentative at Gail Force Air 
Charters in Rockford, 111, de- 
cided to arrive at the air show 
a little earlier. 

“I showed up early and it 
was at that time that I had the 
opportunity to meet the Colo- 
nel,” Metzner said. “He invited 
me to fly with him and I got to 
be the first American in the 
United States to fly in a Rus- 
sian MIG 29.” 

The former Wayne resident 
said that no words could de- 
scribe the flight 

“The MIG is the Russian 
high-level performance type 
aircraft,” Metzner said. “I 
wasn’t used to doing manu- 
evers, but the flight was great. 
It was just amazing.” 

Metzner served in the 
United States Air Force for 10 
years and was also a police of- 
ficer in Pompano Beach, Fla 
and also a commissioner in 
that city. 

Metzner and his wife, Ade- 
line, have five children rang-

While flying with the Colo- 
nel, Metzner and the Colonel 
talked politics and during 
their political conversation, 
the colonel expressed his grat- 
itude to the American govem- 
ment for crippling 
Communism, and opening the 
door to Democracy. 

“The Colonel told me that 
he wanted to thank President 
George Bush for ending the 
Cold War,” Metzner said. “He 
is so thankful for the freedom." 

Currently, the 1957 Wayne 
Memorial High School gradu- 
ate is studying to become a 
commercial pilot 

Since his flight with the 
Ukrainian Colonel, Metzner 
has also become friends with 
another Ukrainian who be- 
came known to the world dur- 
ing the 1992 Summer Olympics 
in Barcelona, Spain-Tatiana 
Gutsu, the women’s gymnastics 
Gold Medalist. 

“Since all of this has hap- 
pened, we have been corre- 
sponding,” Metzner said. “All 
of our correspondance has to 


go through translators of 
course.” 

Gutsu recently sent Metzner 
an autographed photo of her 
with her newly earned Gold 
Medal. 

In exchange for the photo, 
Gutsu asked Metzner to send 
her a copy of The Chicago Tri- 
bune which featured an article 
about her. 

Both are hoping they will 
meet at the Summer Olympics 
in 1996. 

“She tells me that she will 
definitely be in the Olympic 
games in Atlanta,” Metzner 
said. “I’m trying to get tickets 
to those Olympic games.” 

Metzner is hoping to use one 
of the company planes to take 
Gutsu on a tour of the United 
States. 

“I’d like her to see other 
parts of our country,” he said. 

For now, Metzner is more 
concerned with attending his 
high school reunion later this 
year. 

“I’m really looking forward 
to seeing the people I went to 
school with,” Metzner said.

Martial arts master conducts classes

Latest techniques in self- 
defense, which also aid stu- 
dents to achieve serenity and 
self-confidence, are being 
taught in Hapkido classes by a 
fifth-degree black belt master 
instructor. 

Marshall Gagne, who 
teaches the Korea self-defense 
techniques, has been a martial 
arts instructor for 23 years. He 
started training in Korea in 
1969 when he was a U.S. Army 
paratrooper. 

“Hapkido techniques and 
exercises are more than 1,500 
years old. They helps student 
to achieve serenity through 
self-confidence and self con- 
trol. Hapkido increases energy 
and stamina and helps people 
to play, work and feel better,” 
Gagne said. “Black belt in- 
stucors encourage students not 
to smoke, drink or take drugs 
and serve as positive roll 
models. This is a program of 
anti-aging techniques, which 
also provides the most sophis- 
ticated self-defense art in the 
world.” 

Hapkido, which is also 
known as the Korean coordi- 
nated power way, incorporates 
a variety of self-defense tech- 
niques such as striking defen- 
sive blows, kicks, twisting 
maneuvers and throwing and 
pinning opponents. The oppo- 
nent’s strength is used against 
him, thereby allowing individ- 
uals who are not big and strong 
to use the techniques. 

“Our oldest student is 53 
and are youngster is five," 
Gagne said. "Even disabled 
people can learn. I once taught 


a student who had only one 

leg.” 

Hapkido is continuously 
evolving, so to ensure that he 
keeps up with the latest tech- 
niques, Gagne returns to Ko- 
rea annually. 

“The Koreans are really 
into martial arts so much that 
it is unbelievable,” Gagne said. 
“Hapkido is taught to special 
forces and to the Presidents 
body guards.” 

“Discipline is a very impor- 
tant part of martial arts. Those 
who take the classes sign a let- 
ter pledging not to discredit 
their instructors or the U.S. 
Kapkido Association and to 
use Hapkido only in defense,” 
Gagne said. “In addition, once 
a student attains the level of 
black belt master they are 
taught to be responsible for 
their actions - if you learn how 
to hurt, you must learn how to 
help,” Gagne said. “Students 
are compelled to learn cardio- 
pulminary resusitation and 
first aid.” 

Gagne is a fifth-degree 
black belt master instructor, 
and two of his students have 
recently passed the test for 
black belts: Pete Williams with 
a second degree black belt 
and George Popofski with a 
first degree black belt.

confidence skills for students

Trying to understand how to 
learn and have confidence 
while studying can sometimes 
be a difficult task, but the 
Learning for Everyone facility, 
7672 north Canton Road, has 
just the right tools to remove 
the problems from learning. 

Learning for Everyone ass- 
ists students 6 years old to ju- 
nior college age who have 
problems getting to the level 
where they should be in 
school, according to Learning 
owner John Tenbusch. 

“The program helps stu- 
dents get up to the grade level 
where they should be read- 
ing,” Tenbusch said. “We don’t 
teach what the schools teach. 
We help students understand 
the tools of how to learn and 
how to apply those tools.” 

Learning for Everyone is 
based on the Wehrli Perfor- 
mance Training program 
which involves confidence 
building and increasing learn- 
ing abilities. Kitti Wehrli de- 
veloped the program from her 
experience as a teacher in the 
Waterford School District, ac- 
cording to Tenbusch. 


“I’ve been teaching since 
1955, and I’m a firm believer in 
confidence building,” Ten- 
sbusch said. “Through this 
program the students learn 
how to pay attention better, 
solve problems, think more 
clearly and read better.” 

Cost for the program is $45 
for three one-hour sessions a 
week. Students can be re- 
ferred to the program through 
school districts in western 
Wayne County or by calling 
Learning for Everyone. 

“Usually in a 10-week pe- 
riod, a student can increase 
their reading level by one 
year’s growth,” Tenbusch said. 
“Some students can increase 
their reading skills even more 
than that while others take a 
bit more time.” 

Individuals in the training 
program will work with an in- 
structor on a one-to-one basis. 
Other Learning for Everyone 
tools consist of a booklet, pen- 
cil and taped program, accord- 
ing to Tenbusch. 

“This program really works 
because the individual is get- 
ting individualized attention 
and encouragement which is 
very different from a class- 
room with more than 30 stu- 


dents and only one teacher,” 
Tenbusch said. “I really do 
think we help people here.” 

Other Learning for Every- 
one franchises are located in 
Ann Arbor, Birmingham, 
Clarkston, Grosse Pointe, 
Flint, Novi, Rochester, Shelby 
Township and Waterford.

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Family First clinic provides 
convenient services for students

Before many students go 
back to school, they are re- 
quired to visit their doctors’ of- 
fices. 

Sometimes it is quicker for 
the student to go to a walk-in 
clinic like Family First lo- 
cated on Wayne Road near 
Avondale Road in Westland. 

“We’re on a walk-in basis,” 
said Family First office man- 
ager Arline Heyza. “We usu- 
ally see a lot of children for 
immunization and physicals.” 

Students entering preschool 
or kindergarten are required 
to have their immunization re- 
cords up to date, according to 
Heyza. 

At 15 to 18 months, a child 
shoul receive his first MMR

vaccine (Measles, Mumps and 
Rubella). 

“The state now requires 
that they have a second MMR,” 
Heyza said. “This is something 
that they just started to re- 
quire since last year. 

“It is required for any stu- 
dent entering a new school or 
entering school for the first 
time,” Heyza said. 

The cost of the MMR is $40, 


according to Heyza. 

Another requirement is the 
polio immunization. The 
charge for that is $15, she ad- 
ded. 

Beginning at 2-months, 
again at 4 months and at 6 
months a child should receive 
a series of DTT vaccine which 
protects against Diptheria, 
Tetanus and Pertussis. The 
charge for the DTT is $10, ac- 


cording to Heyza. 

Students entering preschool 
or school for the first time are 
also required to have a Tuber- 
culosis test, she added. 

Another vaccine required is 
the HIB vaccine. 

“This protects against spi- 
nal meningitis,” Heyza said. 
“This is actually given to the 
child as an infant” 

Most students entering 
school for the first time, 
seventh grade or lOth-grade 
are required to have a physi- 
cal. 

“Sometimes they are also 
required when a student trans- 
fers to a new school out of' 
their current district,” Heyza 
said. 

The charge for the physical 
is $20. 


Students need to learn about car care 


As teens head back to 
school, many will be driving 
for the first time. And as im- 
portant as it is for many teens 
to be able to drive to school, 
it’s equally important that they 
recognize the need to take 
care of their vehicles. 

Bruce Bradshaw’, education 
tire specialist for Firestone, 
sajd the care of tires among 
teens is often overlooked. 

“Unless it’s a blowout, many 
teens will not notice problems 
occurring with their tires. As 
important as it seems to teens 
to be able to drive, they should 
be mindful of taking care of 
their vehicle to ensure that 
they can continue to drive.” 

According to Bradshaw, tire 
care among teens should begin 
with a visible inspection of 
their tires on a regular basis. 


Teens should get into the habit 
of checking the inflation pres- 
sure of their tires at least once 
a week. 

Tires tend to lose one psi 
(pound per square inch) of air 
pressure per month in normal 
driving, and as the weather 
turns cooler, most people don’t 
know that tires will also lose a 
pound of air pressure for every 
10-degree drop in tempera- 
ture, Bradshow said. Improper 
inflation can result in rapid 
treadwear and premature tire 
removal, while proper tire in- 
flation can save fuel which 
means less money spent buy- 
ing gas and more money for 
movies and pizza. 

As teens get into the habit of 
checking inflation pressure, 
they should also make a habit 
of looking for obvious signs of 


wear such as cuts in the tread 
or sidewall. If cuts do exist, it 
could lead to serious problems 
such as sudden loss or loss of 
solid traction for the vehicle. 

One thing many teens do 
pay close attention to on their 
vehicle is the appearance. 
When cleaning their car, they 
often use “store-brought” vinyl 
protectants to make the tires 
shine. 

However, many of these pro- 
tectants contain petroleum or 
alcohol derivatives which can 
cause the rubber on the tire to 
decompose. The best way to 
keep your tires looking good is 
to give them a thorough scrub 
whenever you wash your car. 

According to Bradshow, an- 
other good tire maintainance 
practice for teens should be to 
cultivate good driving habits. 


The way a person drives has 
a great impact on tire mileage 
and safety. Cultivating good 
driving habits includes observ- 
ing posted speed limits and 
avoiding fast starts, stops and 
turns. Driving at high speeds 
can cause tires to build up ex- 
cessive heat which can lead to 
tire failure. 

Avoiding potholes, curbs 
and other objects on the road 
is another important practice 
to develop in cultivating good 
driving habits. Avoid running 
over curbs or scuffing the side- 
walls against the curb when 
parking. 

“As with most activities, just 
a few simple steps can go a 
long way toward keeping your 
car on the road without prob- 
lems,” Bradshaw said.

Westland 
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With A Knowledgeable 
Staff For Over 20 Years 
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Victim seeks ‘Good Samaritan

A determined 19-year-old 
Romulus High School gradu- 
ate, whose legs were shattered 
when she was struck by a truck 
on Ecorse Road in Romulus on 
July 23, vows she will walk 
again despite the fact that her 
doctors will not make that 
promise. 

Christy Taylor, daughter of 
Joseph and Henrietta Taylor 
of Romulus, is also asking help 
from the public so that she can 
identify and thank a young 
blonde Good Samaritan, who 
saved her life that fateful rainy 
night. 

Taylor, speaking from her 
hospital room at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Hospital on 
Friday, said, “He held the 
main pressure points in both 
my legs and kept me from 
bleeding to death. 

“All that I can remember is 
that he was young and had 
blonde hair,” Taylor said. He 
also kept speaking to her to 
keep her calm, while they 
awaited local rescue workers. 

“I haven’t been out of this 
bed in a month,” she said, “ex- 
cept for a dozen or more sur- 
geries to save my legs. Doctors 
say it looks good that my legs 
have been successfully recon- 
nected, but they are not prom- 
ising I will walk again.” 

On Friday, Taylor said doc- 
tors planned to get her up from 
bed and into a wheelchair for 
the first time. 

Sometime within a month, 
she said, doctors plan to trans- 
plant one of her bones into her 
left leg to give it more support. 

Taylor, who was an ROTC 
member while in school, said 
the crash has already changed 
her life dramatically. 

“Right now I’m looking for- 
ward to doing things that ev- 
eryone else takes for granted, 
like taking a shower or a short 
walk,” she said painfully. 

Taylor still remembers the 
accident vividly. She and four 
other people were moving fur- 
niture, when her car stalled on 
Ecorse Road, between Mid- 
dlebelt and Merriman roads. 

While it had been raining 
earlier, she said, it had 
stopped prior to the 12:08 a.m. 
police report time. 

A pick-up truck driven by a 
19 year-old Westland man 
struck her and slightly injured 
her sister, Teresa, 17, and two 
others, Kristy Mawby, 18, who 
was helping her push the car 
off the road, and Ryan Ide, 15, 
who was seated in the rear of 
the stalled car. 

The accident investigation 
was turned over to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s office this 
past week. 

After being helped by the 
stranger at the scene, she was 
transported by ambulance to 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne 
and then flown to the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Medical Cen- 
ter by helicopter. 

The first week or more, Tay- 
lor said, she was having opera- 
tions to save her torn legs 
every other day. She said her 
left leg was crushed and was 
attached only by an artery and 
some skin. A major muscle was 
tom out of her right leg, she 
said.

Resident questions 
police forfeitures

Westland resident Mildred 
Evans asked Westland Police 
Department and city officials 
what happened to money from 
drug incidents where the de- 
fendant’s car or home is for- 
fieted. 

Evans appeared before 
members of the Westland City 
Council Monday night de- 
manding answers to her ques- 
tion. 

Last month Councilman 
Ken Mehl requested a report 
be prepared concerning the is- 
sue. 

“When are we going to see a 
report on what policemen do 
with the money they get from a 
drug raid,” Evans said. “Who 
handles it, and who makes the 
report?” 

Westland Finance Director 
Mike Gorman told Evans that 
dollars forfieted in a drug inci- 
dent are placed in the drug for- 
fieture fund. 

“Dollars that are not for- 
fieted go into a fund until the 
money has been forfieted, at 
which time it is turned over to 
the city for possible expendi- 
tures," Gorman said. 


Westland Police Chief Em- 
ery Price further explained 
the issue. 

“In part, without trying to 
jeopardize some of the ongo- 
ing investigations, when we 
have taken a house, it then 
goes to the county presecutor’s 
office,” Price said. 

Evans also asked about the 
vehicles that are seized in a 
drug incident. 

“With the vehicles we try to 
convert them to our own use, 
after they have cleared the 
courts,” Price said. “If they 
don’t meet our needs, then 
they go to the Westland De- 
partment of Public Service to 
be auctioned.” 

More than two weeks ago, 
police department officials re- 
quested that the members of 
the council approve the pur- 
chase of used vehicles for offi- 
cers who are conducting 
undercover investigations. 

Evans asked why city offi- 
cials would need to approve 
the purchase.if they receive 
vehicles from drug forfieture 
cases. 

“If we have those cars why 
do we have to buy cars and 
vans all of the time?” Evans 
said.

A matter of trust 


Who will voters trust? 

Wayne County Community College officials may well be 
asking themselves that question in light of the recent clos- 
ing of the Western Wayne Campus of the facility. 

Until a few days before the closing was made public, 
college officials and board members discussed the glow- 
ing future of the campus and assured area students and 
reporters that no such action was planned. The president 
of the college told us of the plans for students there this 
year and board members assured us, too, there were no 
plans to close the western campus. 

But close it did. Following the voters’ rejection of a .5 
mill tax to ftind the college, the announcement came 
quickly, along with an assurance that the millage question 
will again appear on the November ballot. 

We wonder if voters who supported this tax the last time 
will be as trusting in November and if the actions of those 
responsible for managing the facility have done anything 
to change the opinions of those who did not support the 
tax. In light of the mis-information or misunderstanding, 
voters are not going to be of a mind to believe anything the 
administrators at WCCC have to say. And now, looming as 
an ever-present reminder to them, will be the gleaming, 
empty building which once housed local students. 

Perhaps the closing will pursuade voters in this area to 
cast their ballots in favor of the tax to support the college, 
but we doubt it. We suspect that in this climate of suspi- 
cion and demand for accountability in government, this 
error in judgment may emerge as a serious liability in the 
effort to win taxpayers’ confidence. 

Perhaps, learning of the closing may prompt voters in 
other areas to support the millage even though the cam- 
puses closest to them are not yet affected. Perhaps the 
closing will gain the support of other area voters who fear 
that without the millage the campus in their area may fall 
to the same budget-weilding ax. 

But we fear the loss of credibility of WCCC in this area 
is nearly irreparable at this time. 

No matter what the cause and no matter where the 
blame, the loss of this campus will impact on this area 
negatively. 

We wish the entire matter had been handled differently. 


That time of year 

Will they or won’t they? That’s the question parents in 
Inkster and Wayne and Westland are asking this week in 
light of the ongoing contract negotiations with teachers. 

In Inkster, spokesmen for the teachers’ union have said 
that they will not return to the classroom until a contract 
has been settled. In Wayne, Westland, and portions of Can- 
ton Township and Romulus, parents are also wondering 
whether, in fact, their children will begin classes on time. 

While board spokesmen in the Wayne-Westland district 
have taken the high road and attempted to put the best 
face forward regarding negotiations, the union represen- 
tatives there have been somewhat less optimistic. The 
union is well aware of the approval of a 2-mill proposal by 
voters last year as many of the teachers who live within the 
district are paying the added millage as homeowners. 

i The fact is, the teachers want more money. They are also 
aware of the tremendous amount of money the district 
saved in negotiating early retirements with some staff 
jmembers, allowing the hiring of teachers at a lower rung 
of the salary ladder. 

Yes, the schools have taken these cost-cutting measures 
and have access to the fiinds approved by the additional 
jnillage. But we caution all involved, those funds will 
expire next year, and voters may not be willing to approve 
Such a renewal, no matter what the threat. 

We live in perilous economic times. The teachers, 
through their union, are attempting to negotiate a fair 
wage. The district is attempting to control costs to what- 
ever degree possible. 

We urge that all involved be reasonable and calm. We 
hope that the key words, reasonable and fair, will be 
integral to all the negotiations. 

We’d like to see a compromise and no lasting damage 
during negotiations. But most of all, we’d like to see the 
student’s win this one.

Congressmen

The Michigan college stu- 
dents, university administra- 
tors, and the others who had a 
role in the formation of the 
new Higher Education Act can 
be proud of their contribu- 
tions. Together, we have fash- 
ioned a five-year plan to lower 
the financial barriers to 
higher education for students 
from middle-income families, 
and provide access to job 
training for our workforce 

In its first year at the eight 
colleges and universities in 
the new 13th Congressional 
District-the new Higher Edu 
cation Act will provide in 
creased aid for more than 
40.000 students and their par 


ents; 8,850 of them will be * 
newly eligible. 

We’ve made it possible for 
any student in Michigan, no 
matter what their status, to 
qualify for some federal edu- 
cation aid regardless of their 
family income. We have re- 
moved the artificial barriers to 
college aid which were set up 
during the Reagan administra- 
tion. 

Michigan’s campuses will 
also be testing the ground for 
an innovation: loans directly 
from the federal government 
to students-eliminating banks 
and their subsidies. If it works, 
as I believe it will, a full scale 
direct lending program could 
save up to $1.5 billion dollars a 
year, and those savings could 
buy more education for more 
people. 

It is very important to note 
that these programs do not 
serve just students in tradi- 
tional higher education. Of the 
$20 billion available nation- 
ally to students each year-- 
about one-third, of $7 billion- 
goes to students in postsecond- 
ary occupational and voca- 
tional training programs. This 
makes the Higher Education 
Act the largest source of job 
training for Michigan’s work 
force. In these times of high 
and rising unemployment we 
really need this help.

Your recent letter to the edi- 
tor from C. Chikett reflects the 
concern that quality education 
is central to a community’s 
productivity and value. How- 
ever, the writer also portrayed 
a widely- held misunderstand- 
ing of Tax Base Sharing and its 
objectives. 

Tax Base Sharing (TBS) 
does not take any of your 
school tax dollars out of the 
Plymouth-Canton Schools. It 
only captures half of the 
growth in commercial and in 
dustrial tax base. In other 
words, if a new strip mall or 
industrial shop is built in 
Plymouth. Livonia or Dear 
born for example, one half of 
the new tax revenue stays in 
those respective districts. The 
other 50 percent of new reve- 
nue is shared with Wayne- 
Westland Jackson. Alpena 
and all of the rest of the school 
kids in the state 

The fundamental premise 
behind TBS is that a child's ed 


ucational opportunity should 
not depend upon whether 
there are shopping malls or of- 
fice buildings located within 
the boundaries of any given 
district. Why should residents 
of Plymouth-Canton pay more 
in taxes, but have less spent on 
their kids than families in 
Novi, Dearborn or Southfield 
simply because certain busi- 
nesses decided to locate in 
those towns? 

The example simply tou- 
ches the highlights of our ineq- 
uitable school finance system 
in Michigan. The over- 
dependence on the property 
tax causes Michigan to pro- 
duce rich and poor districts 
with have and have- not kids. 
In the absence of full reform, 
TBS is a valid effort in making 
the existing system work a lit- 
tle better. 

Complete revision of our 
school financing system will 
be delayed until citizens, busi 
nesses and governmental 
leaders all recognize the long- 
term damage to Michigan's po- 
sition in global competitive- 
ness.

Councilman’s daughter recovers

The 25-year-old daughter of 
Westland City Council Presi- 
dent Charles Pickering is still 
recovering from a severe leg 
injury she sustained in an acci- 
dent last month. 

Terri Saenz was traveling 
south on Merriman Road July 
14, when the driver of a truck 
heading north on Merriman 
Road went off the road. 

As the northbound driver at- 
tempted to steer back onto the 
road, he traveled across four 
lanes of traffic and slammed 
into the car driven by Saenz, 
police said. 

“She was hit head-on,” said 
Officer Steven Frazer of the 
Westland police department. 
“He attempted to change lanes 
but went off the road and 
drove about 270 feet across the 
lawn of the apartment com- 
plex there and then crossed 
four lanes of traffic.” 

The accident occurred on 
Merriman Road south of Ann 
Arbor Trail, police stated. 

Saenz, who was driving the 
car, wasn’t the only occupant 
of the vehicle, Frazer added. 

“Her husband, Geoffrey 
Saenz, and their son, Brandon, 
were in the car with her,” 
Frazer said. 

A1 three were transported 
to St Mary’s Hospital in Liv- 
onia where Brandon and his 
father w’ere treated and re- 
leased. Terri Saenz was kept 
for a week. 

“Her leg was broken in at 
least four or five places,” 
Frazer said. “She almost lost 

her leg.” 

Geoffrey Saenz, 24, and 
Brandon who was 9 months old 
at the time of the accident, 
weren’t injured as severely as 
Terri Saenz, according to po- 
lice. 

Geoffrey Saenz sustained a 
fractured leg and Brandon sus- 


tained only bruises, which po- 
lice stated could have been 
worse if he hadn’t been in a 
car seat. 

“The only thing that hap- 
pened to him was he received 
bruises from the strap of the 
car seat,” Frazer said. “If it 
wasn’t for the car seat he was 
in, he would have been seri- 
ously injured if not killed.” 

The driver was charged 
with felonious driving and 
driving while under the influ- 
ence of alcohol, according to 
Frazer. 

The case will not be heard 
at the 18th District Court be- 
cause both judges Gail 
McKnight and Charles Bokos 
know Saenz and her father, 
who is a local councilman, 
Frazer added.

ing, the Wayne-Westland

900 teachers within that 
district. 

Also, although the Romulus 
teachers have a contract, the 
Eagles’ opening day game is 
against Taylor Truman (Sept. 4) 
and, according to the Michigan 
Education Association survey, 
Taylor is one of 30 state school 
districts on the “watch list”. 

Inkster teachers definitely 
“will walk”, according to IFT 
president Norman Aired. 

“The board team has shown 
no interest in settling a con- 
tract prior to the scheduled 
opening of school,” said Aired, 
who added that mediation will 
also take time “because of 
state cutbacks, there are no 


mediators available at this 
time to break the deadlock.” 

However, George 
Thompson. Inkster High athle- 
tic director, remains 
optimistic. 

“We have never had a strike 
in this school district for as 
long as I can remember,’’ 
Thompson said. “And I remain 
positive that this thing can be 
averted. 

“After all, the only people 
who get hurt in situations like 
this are the children.
